After having heard his owner say that he had 
seen Misstep seem to go to sleep at the post. 


He hears no echo of the crowd’s wild whooping. 
Half waking, half asleep, with eyelids drooping, 

He dreams of far-off fields where once he played 
And flies a-droning in the summer shade. 

No muscle tightens at the starter’s shout. 

He stands unmoved. The others mill about. 

Well, let them mill, says Misstep. What to him 
Are floral horseshoes and the hoarse crowd’s whim? 
Why be impatient for the sweaty run 

When there is sleep and dreaming to be done? 


They're off! you hear 
The grandstand sing. 
This Misstep is 
A flying thing. 
He takes the lead 
And skims the rail, 
He leaps along 
The bending trail. 
The daylight opens 
Up behind; 
His mane is whistling 
In the wind.

The race is over. ‘Twas an easy thing. 
And there he dozes in the winner's ring. 


NAMES. 

VERY man has his own notions about horse 

names. The Stud Book attests the variety 
of these notions, but does not reveal the fulness 
of the variation. For the Stud Book contains 
only the names that have passed the censorship 
of The Jockey Club. Consider the names that 
are granted—-and imagine what names must have 
been turned down. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE’s notion is that names ought 
to be euphonious, short, distinctive, significant. 
Shortness ought not to be made too strict a cri- 
terion, for there have been many good names 
that were not brief. By significant we mean 
significant of some interest of the owner, or bet- 


ter still, significant of the horse’s ancestry; but 
if the owner chooses to take a name which will 
be a reminder of the sire and dam, he ought not 
to make meaningless combinations of syllables 
for that purpose. Consider the multiplication 
of sons and daughters of *Sun Briar, such as 
Sun Cup, from Teapot; Sun Miss, from Missanai- 
bi; Sun Thrills, from Thrills; Sun Welles, from 
Vannessa Welles, etc. And those poor sons and 
daughters of Morvich. If an owner cares to make 
the names significant in such a way as to ad- 
vertise his farm or his stallion, he ought not to 
“run it into the ground.” There ought to be an 
end to Shasta Prune, Shasta Pear, Shasta Ku 
Klux, Shasta Nut, Shasta Whoopee, and, such 


absurdities. 
ok * 


W. S. Vosburgh’s notion was that only one 
word should compose the name. 

George Brooks, trainer for Edward Cebrian, 
has a notion that the perfect name for a race 
horse should contain seven letters. 

The Belle Meade Stud used to start its names 
with B. Col. E. R. Bradley has followed the 
same system until his stable now is popularly 
known as the Lucky B. Stable. Leo Marks starts 
them with M, but tries to make them significant 
of sire and dam. (Maudlin, for instance, is by 
Upset—Brace Up.) 

Many owners make the racers advertise their 
sires. Zev’s sons and daughters have names be- 
ginning with Z. Seth’s name was usually re- 
peated in the names of his progeny. Man o’ War’s 
sons and daughters continue to have warlike 
names. The examples can be multiplied without 
end, and the practice can produce excellent or 
atrocious results. 

A few owners have followed the plan of be- 
ginning each name with the same letter for the 
foals of the same year. For example, foals of 
1920 would have names beginning with A; those 
of 1921, would begin with B, etc. Comte de 
Berteux followed this system in France. The 
Williams Brothers, of»Blackwell, Okla., followed 
it so long that they had got to U’s when they 
quit raising horses. George J. Long, of the Bash- 
ford Manor Stud, had preceded them with that 
method. 

John Sanford, of Amsterdam, New York, likes

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the Indian names that were common in that sec- 
tion of the country. Long ago his father, as 
master of Hurricana Stud, was naming them 
Onondaga, Chuctanunda, Caughnawaga, Ticon- 
deroga, Sacandaga, Molly Brant and such. 

Most of our owners simply want good names, 
without following any definite rule to find them. 


More than one generation of horsemen have 
noted the pretty succession of names that have 
been given to the descendants of the mare Flight, 
which was foaled in 1837. Her foals were called 
Hegira, Mecca, Mahomet, Medina and Koran. 
Judge C. B. Thomas, owner of Hegira, named a 
filly foal from her Hira. From Hira were bred 
Himyar, Ramadan, Amit and Haizum. Himyar 
was a chieftain of southwestern Arabia. Rama- 
dan is the ninth month of the Mohammedan cal- 
endar. Amit is a war-cry of the Moslems, mean- 
ing death. Haizum was a mare ridden by Mo- 
hammed. 

But in Kentucky the story is told that Himyar 
got his name from the fact that a negro attend- 
ant, questioned one day as to which of the young 
(Groundhog-sausage) was the name of a Chero- 
kee chief of the eighteenth century. The 
to one and said: “Him yar.” 

Thoroughbreds in a field was the best, pointed

Many persons have wondered whence came the 
name of Chilhowee. Allan Gallaher named him 
that because he and his brother John were boys 
in a part of southeastern Tennessee which lies 
near the town of Chilhowee and the Chilhowee 
Mountains. The word is from the Cherokee In- 
dian language, and according to Prof. W. S. 
Webb, University of Kentucky professor and 
student of Indian lore, may be connected with 
the word Chiluk-ki (cave people), from which 
the name Cherokee is also supposed to have come. 
The name is an allusion to the numerous caves 
in the country occupied by the tribe. Chilhowee 
was a former important Cherokee settlement on 
the Tellico river, a branch of the Tennessee, near 
the North Carolina boundary. Owners about to 
name sons or daughters of Chilhowee or Chero- 
kee might find a suggestion in the next para- 
graph. 

KITUHWA was one of the important ancient 
settlements of the Cherokees. OCONOSTOTA 
SEQUOYA, a tribe with mixed white blood, in- 
vented an alphabet of their own. JOHN ROSS 
‘was a chief in 1835 when the treaty was signed 
at NEW ECHOTA in which the Cherokees gave 
up their entire remaining holdings east of the 
Miss‘ssippi and moved west to settle again with 
TAHLEQUAH as their capital. Texans chased 
them out and killed BOWL, one of their chiefs. 
When the main body of the tribe moved west 
a few refugees escaped into the mountains and 
later were granted permission to settle on the 


QUALLA reservation in North Carolina. Some 
of the more pronounceable Cherokee settlements 
were AMOHI, CANUGA, CATATOGA, CHAGEE, 
CHATTANOOGA, CHATUGA, CHICKAMAU- 
GA, CONISCA, COWEE, CROWMOCKER, 
ECHOTA, ETOWAH, HIWASSEE, KANSAKI, 
NICKAJACK, OCONEE, QUANUSEE, RABBIT 
TRAP, TALAHI, TALKING ROCK, TALLULAH, 
TASKIGI, TAWSEE, TOCAX, TOQUO, TOXA- 
WAY, TRICENTEE, TUCKASEEGEE, TUGA- 
LOO, TWO RUNS (now there’s a name!), 
WATAUGA. Another name for Cherokee was 
RICKOHOCKAN. 


* * 

Freqently there is a fine series of connotations 
passed down through the names on the female 
side. Take the mare *Gracenote, sold recently 
at the Lexington sales. Her tail female ances- 
tresses were La Cachuca—La Polka—Dance— 
Cotillion—Galopade. Another’ succession is 
Blessings—Mission Bells—Sanctuary—Vespers— 
Rosary. Still another, Reminder—Postscript— 
Afterthought—Codicil—Testatrix. And there was 
that famous old *Barbarity, mother of Ruthless 
(winner of the first Belmont Stakes), Relent- 
less, Barbarian and Devastation. In Germany it 
is the rule to give names beginning with the 
same letter as the dam’s name. There are a 
few examples of the practice in America. One 


of them is Aloft—Adora—Adonia—*Adosinda. 
* * 


If we had to name foals by Bunting, we would 
follow the baseball meaning of the sire’s name 
and call some of them Sacrifice, Strategy, Play 


Close, Squeeze Play, etc. 
* * * 


If we wanted to name a horse after that. in- 
famous Chicagoan and thought we could get 
away with it, we would ask for the name Alky 
Pony. 

* * 

And though, generally speaking, we share the 
usual aversion to outlandish names, we shall al- 
ways believe that some horse ought to be named 
for that sign you see wherever you go in the 
B. M. T. subway system in New York: EXIT 
PUSH. 

* * 

West Australian, progenitor of America’s Fair 
Play line, was so named because he was got by 
Melbourne from Mowerina, a mare that was 
named after the farm of her owner, a Mr. Bowes, 
in West Australia. 

Ante Diem, whose descendants distinguished 
themselves in the Argentine, was so named be- 
cause she was foaled December 31, 1877. She 


was a yearling when she was a day old. 
* * * 


W. L. Powers, of New York, used to name the 
horses that were raised on the immense farms of 
J. B. Haggin. He named them after a judicious 
consideration of their pedigrees and without ever 
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seeing the horses themselves. It is related that 
once upon a time (in 1900 it was) the mare 
Plumage had a colt whose sire was *Order. Mr. 
Powers named the colt Peacock. He was not 
aware of the fact that while the foal was still 
very young its dam had stepped on its tail and 
severed that member from its body. The next 
‘year another colt arrived, also sired by *Order. 
This one had quite a handsome tail, but Mr. 
Powers named him Ostrich. 
* 

The Northway Stable of Norman W. Church 
might well turn to Scandinavian mythology for 
its names. (There is an Eskimo in the stable 
now.) By merely turning the pages of Matthew 
Arnold’s beautiful poem of Balder Dead, one can 
find such names as LOK, HODER, SERIMNER, 
FENSALER, HELA, BIFROST, HEIMDALL, 
MIDGARD, NIFLEIM, ASGARD, NANNA, 
HERMOD, SLEIPNER (Odin’s horse), FENRIS, 


etc.

The classics are a fertile source of names and 
years of culling have not exhausted them. Homer 
and Virgil have more to furnish. One might find 
a hundred in Macauley’s Lays of Ancient Rome. 
For instance: 


Herminius glared on Sextus, 
And came with eagle speed, 
Herminius on black Auster, 
Brave champion on brave steed.

Away, away went Auster, 
Like an arrow from the bow: 
Black Auster was the fleetest steed 
From Aufidus to Po. 


For the benefit of some owner with a good 
black yearling, there is no horse of recent years 
by the name of Auster. 


TURN TO HORSES. 

bgt DINSMORE, secretary of the Horse 
Association of America, who never misses 

a chance to put horses in a favorable light with 

American farmers, has issued a new statement 

(Leaflet No. 203, Horse Association of America) 

in which he reasons thus: 

The rate of increase in population is declining 
at such a rapid rate as to indicate a stabiliza- 
tion within 30 years, that is, by 1960, births and 
deaths may be approximately equal in the United 
States and Northern Europe. This means a defi- 
nite limitation to consumption of food products 
from the farm. The increase of sedentary labor, 
through substitution of mechanical for manual 
labor, also tends to keep down food consumption. 
Further, the present modes of dress have re- 
duced the demand for cotton and wool. “There 
is no prospect of a permanent increase in the 
‘price of farm products although temporary con- 
ditions—wars, or acts of God—may bring tem- 
porary price gains.” 

The conclusion is that farmers, instead of de- 
voting their pastures to clothing, and food-pro- 


ducing plants and animals, have the alternative 
of turning to “some livestock not intended for 
human consumption, but for serving them in their 
farm operations as efficient, cheaply kept farm 
power—good, sound horses and mules. Used in 
big teams, they are the best, most efficient form 
of power for the farm; and, kept on pasture as 
they should be, they cause the owner almost no 
cash expense.” 

There is no flaw in Mr. Dinsmore’s reasoning. 
Farmers could listen to him with advantage. 


PROGRESS IN WESTERN CANADA. 


ROGRESS in the breeding and racing of 

Thoroughbreds in Western Canada is the 
theme of a booklet issued by the Prairie Thor- 
oughbred and Racing Association, summarizing 
six years of racing under the auspices of that 
organization. That a great deal has been ac- 
complished is indicated by the following facts, 
gleaned from the booklet which has just come to 
hand. The distribution of purses in 1930 was 
$301,165, bringing the total for six years to $1,- 
666,295. In 1925 Canadian-owned stables won 41 
per cent of the total purse list, and the percent- 
age increased steadily to 67.7 per cent in 1930. 
A. G. Tarn, of Winnipeg, with $70,620 in win- 
nings, is the leading money-winning owner for 
the six years. The number of native Western 
Canada Thoroughbreds competing in 1925 was 
68; in 1930, 150. In 1925 Western Canada horses 
won 75 races out of 490; in 1930, 102 out of 492. 
*Yorkshire Lad, by Dinna Forget—-*Rose Mar- 
jorie, is the leading stallion, his get, the chief of 
which is Yorkie Prince, having won $96,818 in 
six seasons. Prices of Western Canadian Thor- 
oughbreds have risen since 1925 by 100 per cent 
or more. The market for hunters and other 
horses sired by Thoroughbreds has also improved. 
The association has inaugurated races for West- 
ern Canada-bred horses and has offered prizes 
to the breeders of winners of such races. “As @ 
result of this policy the breeding industry has 
been increased to such an extent at the present 
time there are more Thoroughbreds foaled and 
raised west of the Great Lakes than have been 
at any other time in the history of the industry.” 


HORSES ARE ALERT. 


IDING over hurdles is generally considered a 

more prolific source of peril than cross- 
country work. Jockeys seem compelled to crowd 
over hurdles, and the great pace makes the 
slightest blunder hazardous. 

Many a time spectators marvel at the luck of 
jockeys in escaping death when thrown amid a 
troop of galloping racers. The fatalities, indeed, 
would be numerous but for the extraordinary 
cleverness with which horses avoid fallen bodies. 
Quick as lightning they will dodge even a scrap 
of newspaper—much more a prostrate rider.— 
The Daily Mail (London). 
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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By J. A. ESTES. 
TO ALLAN GALLAHER’S FARM. 


HURSDAY, October 3, 1912, it must have been 

when Allan Gallaher walked over to the 
Luzader stable at Churchill Downs and said to 
Fred Luzader: 

“I guess you're ready to sell me that mare 
now.” 

The mare was Trance, a daughter of Ben 
Brush and Fair Vision, therefore a half-sister to 
Peter Quince and somewhat of a racer in her 
own right. As a 2-year-old she had won 16 races, 
including 11 stakes, and had run some remark- 
ably fast races. She had been a winner up to 6 
years old, and the day before Mr. Gallaher went 
over to the Luzader stable she had broken down 
in the second race at Douglas Park. Mr. Gallaher 
for some time had been trying to buy her for a 
broodmare. He and his brother, John, had earned 
some success with their racing stable and thought 
jt might not be a bad idea to breed a few race 
horses. They had previously picked up at 
Charleston, S. C., a good race mare named Centre 
Shot and had sent her over to Catesby Wood- 
ford’s place and bred her to Plaudit. But let’s 
get back to the conversation. 


“Yes, I'll sell her to you,”’ answered Mr. Luza- 
der, “but I’ve got another one I want you to take 
along with her. Mr. Wainwright (J. R. Wain- 
wright) won’t let me sell one of them without the 
other.” 


“What is she, and what’ll you take?” 


“She’s Royal Captive, and you can have the 
two of them for $1,500.” 


So, Mr. Gallaher, in order to get Trance, bought 
Royal Captive. 


LADY LUCK PLAYS A PART 


And any horseman who has a speaking ac- 
quaintance with Lady Luck can guess the sequel 
to the story. It was Royal Captive, the lagni- 
appe, that turned out to be the best part of the 
buy. Mr. Gallaher later sold Trance to John 
Sanford for $5,000, but her foals were all of a 
trashy sort. Royal Captive stayed home and 
produced seven winners, Sewell Combs, Kinburn, 
Whirl, Upstage, Becky Thatcher, Lingette and 
Kingsclere. Her grandchildren and great-grand- 
children are now winning. Back Log and Lady 
Fingers are among her grandchildren; Donny 
Johnny is a great-grandson. 


The incident is nothing to write a book about, 
of course. But it is worth citing as an example 
of how Mr. Gallaher and his late brother, John 
Gallaher, succeeded with horses. Without ever 
pretending to any profound knowledge of pedi- 
grees and without ever expending any great sums 
to purchase horses, they have rarely bred a horse 
that was not a winner and they have rarely sent 
a mare to the farm that did not turn out to be 
a producer of winners. Very likely there is not 
a farm in Kentucky that can boast of a higher 
percentage of success in its undertakings with 
Thoroughbreds. 

Centre Shot is another example. She was at 
the end of a strenuous and successful racing 
career when the Gallahers came into possession 
of her. Their first foal from her was the stakes 
winner, Little Sister. Later came the stakes win- 
ner, Pongee, and the winners, Broomshot and 
Red Rider, and last, Oswego, winner of the Dear- 
born Handicap and second Division of the Orphan- 
age Stakes this fall. Centre Shot died after foal-

ing Oswego, but her descendants are among the 
most valuable at Mr. Gallaher’s farm. 

Many men have bought farms and raised 
horses on them. Allan Gallaher is one of the 
few who have raised horses and bought farms 
with them. He was some thirty years ago, a 
district agent for Armour & Company, but he 
and his brother began racing horses about 1906. 
Half a dozen years later they became breeders. 
Live horses did more for them than dead cows 
ever did. Success waited for them wherever they 
turned. About ten years ago Allan Gallaher 
bought the farm which he now owns, on the Rus- 
sell Cave Pike, a few miles out from Lexington, 
just beyond Kingston Farm and opposite the 
place of Harrie B. Scott and the Shandon Stud 
of Gifford A. Cochran. About 150 acres are in 
it, all in grass. Thence come all the horses which 
now bear the blue-sleeved white jacket of Galla- 
her and Combs. John Gallaher formerly trained 
the horses that raced for Gallaher Brothers, but 
since his illness and death, Allan Gallaher and 
Sewell S. Combs have been partners in the stable. 
Mr. Gallaher furnishes the farm and raises the 
horses. Mr. Combs does the training. Some of 
the mares at the farm are owned jointly and oth- 
ers are the sole property of Mr. Gallaher. 


CHEROKEE HEADS THE HAREM 

Head of the harem at the Gallaher farm is 
Cherokee, son of Sweep and Fontarabia. When 
they lead him out you wonder if it isn’t Sweep 
himself, for he was cast in the same mold, though 
slightly larger, with the same deep barrel, power- 
fuily muscled fore and hind quarters, the same 
arch of the neck and the same sturdiness in the 
legs. Cherokee was a remarkably fast 2-year- 
old. Many a horseman about Lexington remem- 
bers the day at Latonia when he went to the 
post the first time. He was favorite and Jockey 
Jack Howard was particularly anxious to get him 
away well from the start. As the barrier went 
up Howard took a crack at him with the bat, 
but the blow was too late. Cherokee was already 
on his way, but the jockey was on the ground. 
Howard limped back to the stand with a pained 
expression and hip. Cherokee won the Harold 
Stakes and another race, but struck his ankle 
in a work that fall and was never entirely sound 
again. His first two crops have been to the 
races and got more than their share. (See the 
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advertisement on page 1550.) Eleven of his crop 
this year were winners and two of them stakes 
winners. When one considers the bloodlines and 
individuality of the mares from which these 
horses have been bred, the showing of Cherokee 
becomes truly remarkable. In many cases he 
was bred without charge to mares whose owners 
considered them not good enough to merit a 
chance with even one of the lower-priced stal- 
lions. This year Mr. Gallaher is advertising him 
with a fee for the first time. The fee is $300 for 
a live foal. Eight mares have already been booked 
to him, and another 12 will soon be on his list. 
There is no better bargain in this business of 
raising horses. 

Cherokee’s home is a twenty-stall barn that has 
been standing so long nobody on the place could 
remember when it was built, or whether it was 
put up by Clarence Mackay or by George Whit- 
ney. The stalls are big, 16 by 16 feet, the corri- 
dors wide, the roof high. The hallways intersect 
in the center of the barn, cutting the building into 
four rectangles. The partitions between the 
stalls are thick and solid. That is, they are solid 
as far up as your shoulder. Above that they are 
composed of vertical iron bars, so that every 
horse can look about and satisfy his curiosity as 
to who his neighbors are. 

One of Cherokee’s neighbors is Menifee, a high- 
headed, long-legged half-brother to Chilhowee, 
Mary Jane and Glyn. He is by *North Star III 
out of Bourbon Lass. He was, like Cherokee and 
Chilhowee, possessed of great speed, but was un- 
fortunate in his training and never succeeded in 
demonstrating his ability. Mr. Combs, his owner, 
believes he may prove a valuable sire and is giv- 
ing him a chance to make good. 

As The Estes and his host proceeded from the 
stable across the pasture toward a group of 
weanlings grazing along the fencerow, Mr. Gal- 
laher pointed out, near the road, the well from 
which water was supplied to the farm through- 
out the long drought of this year. 

“It never failed,” he said, and there was an 
understandable pride in his voice, for in droughts 
like that one a non-failing well is a great asset 
to a farm. 


WEANLINGS ARE UNIFORM 

When the weanlings were reached, they came 
over to get acquainted with the newcomer and 
discover how his overcoat tasted. They were 
as healthy and pert a gang of youngsters as you 
will clap eyes on, almost of uniform size, and 
without a runt in the lot. There is no picking 
champions out of a field of weanlings, any more 
than you can look at a puddle-full of tadpoles 
and tell which will make the loudest frog. But 
Mr. Gallaher’s favorites, as of Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 9, 1930, were a black colt by Chance Play— 
Glyn, a brown filly by Cherokee—Pongee, and a 
brown filly by Mad Hatter—Whirl. The Chance 
Play colt, a half-brother to Plumage, winner of 
the first division of the recent Orphanage Stakes, 
is a thin, deep fellow, a little less leggy than most 
of the first crop of Chance Play. The filly out 
of Pongee is a three-quarters sister to Oswego, 
being by Cherokee out of a daughter of Oswego’s 
dam, Centre Shot, and, according to Mr. Gallaher, 
looks very much as Oswego did as a weanling. 

Most of the weanling crop are fillies. There 
are eight of them, and only two colts. Another 
colt, by Menifee—Regalo, died a few weeks ago. 
One of the fillies, by *Swift and Sure—Sweet 
Lady, is a strange spectacle among Thorough- 
breds. She is solid black, except for a white face 
and a white tail. She was mouse-colored when 
foaled, then turned white on both ends and black

in the middle. She should be a blessing to clock- 
ers and chartmakers. 

The other weanlings are a bay filly by Chero- 
kee—Accelerate, bay filly by Cherokee—Ances- 
tress, brown colt by Noah—Little Sister, bay 
filly by *Baigneur—Adore, chestnut filly by Men- 
ifee—Catherine C., chestnut filly by Cherokee— 
Lady Sportsman. 

The broodmares stood in a group near a big 
barn—a made-over tobacco barn—at the back of 
the farm, in a pasture adjoining that of the wean- 
lings. The sun was getting low and they had de- 
cided it would soon be time for them to be put 
up and fed. They stood about with the non- 
chalance that no other animals can effect, ex- 
cept broodmares and cows and stone lions in 
front of libraries, while Mr. Gallaher walked 
among them and pointed out the best of the 
harem. 

PARTICULARS OF THE BROODMARES 

Least in size and perhaps highest in regard is 
Glyn, a bay, foaled in 1919, by Delhi—Bourbon 
Lass, half-sister to Chilhowee, Menifee and Mary 
Jane. She is now in foal to Ballot, and the issue 


‘will be own brother or sister to Plumage. 


Whirl, bay, 1919, by Jack Atkin—Royal Cap- 
tive, is dam of Lady Fingers, Little Cain and 
Back Log. Her first foal, Sunshine, was a 
straight-ankled filly which never raced. H. E. 
Sellers took her and bred from her Donny Johnny, 
a stakes winner of nine races this season. Whirl 
is now in foal to Ladkin. 

Regalo, bay, 1916, by Sweep—Lady Strathmore, 
winner of the Ashland Oaks, Debutante Stakes 
and other races, is a little mare of Sweep archi- 
tecture. She is in foal to Menifee. 

Pongee, brown, 1918, by Rock View—Centre 
Shot, is another Ashland Oaks winner. She has 
produced some fair stock, but hasn’t yet bred 
tthe equal of herself. She is in foal to Cherokee. 

Another of the daughters of Centre Shot is 
Little Sister, brown, 1913, by Plaudit. She is the 
dam of the good winner and producer Frivol and 
is in foal to Cherokee. 

Still another Centre Shot mare is Adore, brown, 
1916, by Trap Rock. She did not race. She is 
the dam of Goodman and some other fair win- 
ners. She is the only barren mare on the place 
this year. 

Among the other mares are: 

Sweet Lady, bay, 1920, by Rock View—-Lady 
‘McGee; dam of Fiddler, and in foal to *Axen- 
stein. 

Catherine C., chestnut, 1926, by Wildair—Lady 
Sportsman, in foal to Menifee. 

Silk Cord, chestnut, 1928, by Peter Pan—Pon- 
gee; a filly which was too thick-winded for train- 
ing; in foal to Cherokee. 

Accelerate, bay, 1917, by Uncle—Velocity; sis- 
ter to Uncle Velo, a good winner herself and dam 
of winners, in foal to *Swift and Sure. 

Becky Thatcher, chestnut, 1922, by Ballot— 
Royal Captive; the last foal of her dam. Mr.

Gallaher has had bad luck with raising the foals 
from this mare. She is now in foal to Menifee. 


Keepsake, bay, 1921, by Delhi—Mary Talbott; 
dam of Hula, Pompon, etc., and in foal to *Axen- 
stein. 

Lady Sportsman, bay, 1920, by *Martinet—Rod 
and Gun; dam of the winners Catherine C. and 
Princess Sport, and in foal to Cherokee. 

Aloma, bay, 1924, by *Chicle—Regalo; has a 
highly tried yearling by Menifee, her first foal; 
now in foal to Ladkin. 

Ancestress, bay or brown, 1921, by The Man- 
ager or Manager Waite—-Ancient; dam of the 
winner Princess Carolyn; now in foal to Menifee. 

These mares are all in good condition, all within 
the most favored size limits of broodmares. It 
may be mentioned in their favor that there are 
few breeders in the country who would like to be 
obliged to depend for a living upon the earnings 
of a racing stable recruited entirely from so 
small a stud. But Messrs. Gallaher and Combs 
race only horses which they have bred. They 
handle only horses which are profitable. This 
year their home-bred stable won 43 races, includ- 
ing five stakes. 


NOTES ON THE YEARLINGS 


Back at the residence, The Estes, before he 
closed the hospitable door behind him, set down 
a few notes concerning the Gallaher and Combs 
yearlings which are now at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track for the winter. These, with one ex- 
ception, have been fired, according to the cus- 
tom of the stable, as a preventive against foot 
botheration. The exception is the brown filly by 
Bunting—ALittle Sister, whose ankles were so 
clean-looking that they decided to turn her out 
at the farm and let them alone. This filly may 
set some of the woods on fire next year. She 
worked an eighth of a mile in 11 seconds this 
fall. Altogether there are seven yearlings. The 
other six are: 


Black colt by Tryster—Pongee; a big, extra 
good colt; tried an eighth in :11 2-5. 

Brown colt by *Under Fire—Adore; a big fel- 
low; tried in :11 3-5. 

Brown colt by Menifee—Aloma; tried in :11 2-5. 

Brown colt by Menifee—Ancestress; tried in 
212. 

Brown colt by Cherokee—Poke Bonnet; tried 
in :11 3-5. 

Bay colt by Cherokee—Sweet Lady; tried in 
211 3-5. 

Stabled with these are the older horses of the 
Gallaher and Combs racing outfit, namely, Os- 
wego, Back Log, Plumage, Lady Fingers, Fiddler 
and Pompon. Klair was fired and turned out 
and Silver Lace was turned out to give her tem- 
per a rest. Both will be returned to training 
next year. 

The best horse the Messrs. Gallaher ever raised 
was Chilhowee, son of Ballot and Bourbon Lass, 
one of the best horses of his generation and now 
establishing himself as a sire. After Chilhowee 
had earned distinction the Messrs. Gallaher sold 
Bourbon Lass, in foal to Whisk Broom II, to 
Joseph E. Widener, for $20,000. Mr. Widener 
was doubly unfortunate in the deal. The mare 
suffered an accident after foaling and died, and 
the foal also died later. Allan Gallaher is also 
the breeder of Desert Light, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes of last year and one 
of the early favorites for the Kentucky Derby 
until he went amiss. Oswego is to be pointed for 
the Kentucky Derby of 1931.

COCHRAN HORSES TO BE SOLD. 


HE heirs of Gifford A. Cochran will sell the 

Thoroughbreds which came to them in the es- 
ittate of their father. A meeting of the executors, 
held December 12, in New York, decided to sell 
the horses in training privately, if possible. The 
horses will not be for sale singly, but an attempt 
will be made to dispose of them in one or two 
groups. Failure to sell them according to this 
plan will result in an auction sale at Belmont 
‘Park in the spring. The breeding stock at Shan- 
don Farm (see THE BLOOD-HORSE, No. 50, page 
1502) is to be sold at auction at Churchill Downs 
shortly before the Kentucky Derby next spring, 
according to the schedule given out. The Derby 
date is May 16. 


Harry Sanderson, foreman, will have charge of 
the 25 horses at Belmont Park after Trainer Mc- 
Daniel leaves the stable, January 1, to take up 
his new duties as trainer for Joseph E. Widener. 
In the stable are Epithet, Flying Heels, The 
Beasel, Polygamous, Repentance, Nusakan, De- 
ploy, High Spade and Aldershot, and other good 
winners. The yearlings are also at Belmont 
Park. A band of excellent mares and weanlings 
and the stallion Flying Ebony, are at Shandon 
Stud. Genie, another Cochran stallion, is at E. 
K. Thomas’ Timberlawn Farm in Bourbon Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, and Sun Flag, still another, is at 
T. B. Young’s Hanover Stud. Coventry is at Ma- 
jor Thomas C. McDowell’s Ashland Stud. The 


ownership of Flying Ebony and Coventry is 
shared by Major McDowell and the Cochran es- 
tate. 


GIFFORD A. COCHRAN’S WILL. 


In the will of the late Gifford A. Cochran, 
which was filed in New York December 12, no 
specific mention is made of Shandon Stud and 
racing stable. An estate of $2,000,000 is left in 
life trust for two sons, Gifford A., Jr., and Drake 
Cochran, and a daughter, Mrs. George J. Atwell, 
Jr., the sons receiving two-fifths each and the 
daughter one-fifth, while the sons are given the 
stock in the Alexander Smith and Sons’ Carpet 
Company. William H. Thomas, secretary to Mr. 
Cochran, was given $10,000, his chauffeur is to 
have $5,000, and three former employees are be- 
queathed $2,000 each. The will stipulates that 
the former wife (now remarried) of Mr. Cochran 
is to have no part of the estate. 


WIDENER EMPLOYS McDANIEL. 


Joseph E. Widener announced during the past 
week that he will race his horses in two divisions; 
that he has engaged Henry McDaniel to train the 
division to be raced in the East, and that Pete 
Coyne will remain in charge of the division to be 
raced in the West. Henry McDaniel, eminently 
capable and successful throughout his long and 
honorable career, for several years last past 
trained the horses of the late Gifford A. Cochran, 
and now is in charge of the string. Mr. Mc- 
Daniel will enter his new employment as of Jan- 
uary 1. Mack Garner is to be the principal rider 
for the Widener stable. 


S. C. HILDRETH ESTATE $961,818. 


Samuel Clay Hildreth, when he died September 
24, 1929, in New York, left an estate of $961,819. 
His will was filed Wednesday, December 10, 1930, 
in surrogate’s court at Jamaica, Long Island, for 
appraisal. His assets were listed as $830,759 in 
stocks and bonds, $120,299 in cash, $50,000 in real 
estate, and $28,864 in mortgages, notes and ac- 
counts. Mrs. Hildreth is the residuary legatee. 
A trust fund of $50,000 is provided for Mrs. Alice 
Henry, of Missouri, sister of Mr. Hildreth. 


PIERRE WERTHEIMER IN AMERICA. 


Pierre Wertheimer, French sportsman, owner 
of *Epinard, arrived in America on the Ile de 
France last week for a short business visit to 
America. It is understood he will visit *Epinard 
at Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexing- 
ton, before returning to Europe. He will remain 
in the United States about a month, spending 
most of his time in New York City. He may re- 
turn to America in mid-summer. Mr. Wertheimer 
has just finished his most successful season on 
the French Turf. His horses this year won about 
1,1000,000 francs. *Epinard, he says, is to spend 
the rest of his life in America.

OLITICS in Kentucky racing is foreshadow- 


ing anything but good for the player or the . 


horsemen. It seems that one of two things is 
sure to happen to Kentucky racing next season; 
a cut in purses or a bigger cut in the mutuels. 
Present indications are that the 10 per cent 
“take” suggested as a solution to the manage- 
ments’ troubles will be stopped by the Com- 
mission and it seems likeiy that the purses will 
be sliced from $1,200 and $1,500 to $800 and 
$1,000. 


But why is it that the public or the horsemen, 
or both, must always bear the burden? Why 
not be fair about this thing and let part of this 
“take” come out of the large number of over- 
stuffed salaries drawn, rather exacted, by the 
racing moguls? The loss should not fall upon 
the shoulders of any one group, but should rest 
evenly on all, then it is more lightly carried. 
Salaries of the racing bodies and executive 
ficials either remain the same or swell right 
along with the increase in the “take” from the 
machines and the cut in the purses. At least, 
no one ever heard of salaries being decreased. 
It is just such actions as this which bring about 
ill-feeling and controversy. Racing in Kentucky 
is far from booming just now and it isn’t going 
to be aided any by throwing the whole of the 
burden on either or both of the usual “goats,” 
the public and the horsemen. 

* * * 


OW to eliminate bad horses? Don’t make 

any races for them and they will soon dis- 
appear. The “gyp” horseman should take his 
racers to the bushes, where he has some likeli- 
hood of making both ends meet with them. It 
would be best for all concerned that he did hie 
himself and his steeds to the half-milers. He 
comes to a meeting where all looks “peaches and 
cream” only to find at its conclusion that, due to 
the large number of racers of the same calibre 
as those which carry his colors being on the 
grounds, he hasn’t gotten “in” a half-dozen 
times and at that he is lucky to capture a couple 
of bundles of the “peep” money. Result: He 
owes everybody, feed man, stalls, jockey fees, 
etc., and is lucky to have barely enough cash on 
hand to buy his lunch.

He acted the soldier at the gate 
and when Starter Hamilton pulled the trigger 
Jockey Lee Hardy struck Insco once with his 
bat—the next race of the day was a sprint affair 
fashioned for the platers. 

Rangy as is Insco, there is another Derby and 
Classic possibility quartered at the Downs which 
has it on him in that respect. None other than 
“Uncle Jim’’ Moody's pride and joy, Pittsburgher. 
This Mueller-owned, Moody-trained son of In 
Memoriam could almost walk astride some of 
our Thoroughbreds, he’s that tall and rakish. 
There is much about Pittsburgher to remind one 
of old Exterminator, except that he carries more 
flesh. This isn’t strange when one considers that 
Pittsburgher is a grandson of *McGee while Ex- 
terminator is a gelded son of the aged English- 
bred sire. Pittsburgher certainly evokes the ad- 
miration of the practical horseman; he has 
good bone and feet, is sensible, fast and game. 
Trainer Moody expects him to develop into. a 
great cup performer and, judging by his looks 
and length of stride, he is just that type of racer. 

He and Insco loom as the best Western pros- 
pects for the Downs classic.and they will receive 
their preparations on the scene of the conquest. 
Neither is without a large following in this sec- 
tion and the long odds which probably will be 
offered against them with the opening of the 
winter books will be speedily cut when their ad- 
herents get into action.

Indi- 
viduals are the thing in this day of high-bred 
stock. It has come to the place where nearly 
all of the type are well off as to breeding, what 
with the years of scientific matings, and some 
of the most successful yearling buyers are those 
who, cognizant of the just mentioned fact, close- 
ly inspect the subject and almost totally ignore 
his or her pedigree. The best policy is to try 
the horse and toss the paper into the waste- 
basket. Pedigrees are generally misguiding, as 
they lead one to imagine a horse will be this 
or that, whereas he or she usually proves the 
paper a point-blank lie. But, “draw your own 
delusions” about such things.

ARIEL, KAI-SANG IN KENTUCKY. 

In a car of 13 horses which Dick Wilson 
brought from New York, arriving in Lexington 
Saturday, were Ariel and Kai-Sang. Ariel, pur- 
chased out of the Rancocas reduction sale last 
week by Adolphe Pons, was sent to make the 
season of 1931 at the Mereworth Stud of W. J. 
Salmon. An advertisement of the horse will ap- 
pear soon in THE BLOOD-HORSE. Kai-Sang, which 
was catalogued for sale with Ariel but was not 
disposed of, was sent to the Mineola Farm of E. 
Gay Drake on the Russell Cave Pike, Fayette 
County. Mr. Drake has not been apprised of 
the plans for the stallion. Three horses in the 
shipment were for A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud at Paris. Others were consigned to John W. 
Marr, M. L. Schwartz, Dr. Marius E. Johnston, 
Phil T. Chinn and Walter J. Salmon. 

Mr. Pons considers that he picked up a bar- 
gain in Ariel, and other breeders agree with 
him. One of them agreed to the extent that he 
offered $7,500, an advance of $1,500 over the 
purchase price, for him. Ariel won the Saratoga 
Special and Youthful Stakes at two and won his 
only start at three. He was possessed of extreme 
speed and his pedigree indicates that he should 
be able to transmit it to his offspring. He was 
sired by Eternal out of Adana, and is _ half- 
brother to the stakes winners Nedana and 
Ladana and to Celidon, Ballad, Danite and 
*Adelia II. Adana, his dam was by *Adam 


(Flying Fox) out of Mannie Himyar, Domino’s 
sister. 

Mr. Pons has announced that, since he was 
able to secure Ariel at a low price, he will stand 
him at a fee which will pass on his good fortune 
to breeders. Ariel will stand at $200, with re- 
turn privilege. 


WHICHONE AT WHITNEY STUD. 


Whichone, the marvelous 33-year-old brown son 
of *Chicle—Flying Witch, by Broomstick, arrived 
last week at the Whitney Farm, where he is to 
begin stud service next spring. Plans for the 
son of *Chicle have not yet been made, it was 
learned at the farm. He broke down badly in 
the Travers running at Saratoga last August, cut- 
ting short a career that promised to be among 
the most brilliant in American racing history. 
He was possessed of remarkable speed. As a 2- 
year-old he won the Saratoga Special, Champagne 
Stakes and Futurity. At three he was victorious 
in the Withers, Whitney and Miller Stakes. Gal- 
lant Fox defeated him by three lengths in the 
Belmont Stakes, but the controversy will never 
be settled as to whether Gallant Fox was the 
better horse. Whichone is by far the best son 
of *Chicle. His dam, Flying Witch, by Broom- 
stick, produced, besides Whichone, another Fu- 
turity winner, Mother Goose. Whichone’s racing

*DIAPASON COMING TO KENTUCKY. 


*Diapason, bay stallion, foaled 1921, by Diadu- 
menos (Orby—Donetta, by Donovan) out of 
*Venturesome II, by Sir Martin, will be sent 
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from New Jersey to make the season of 1931 at 
the Marchmont stud of Charlton Clay, brother- 
in-law of Arthur B. Hancock. It was upon the 
advice of Mr. Hancock and other breeders that 
*Diapason was recalled from the siring of hunt- 
ers, which role he has played since he was re- 
tired to the stud in 1928. His owners are Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Simpson Dean, Donald Ross and 
Harold Le Roy Freck. Mr. and Mrs. Dean and 
Mr. Ross are associated in the ownership of the 
Brandywine Stable. *Diapason was purchased 
by his present owners from William A. Read, in 
whose colors he raced successfully in England. 
Among his wins were the Dudley Plate, 14 
miles, Alexandra Handicap, 112 miles, and New- 
bury Autumn Cup, 2 1-8 miles, at three, and the 
Goodwood Stakes, about 2 3-8 miles, at four, be- 
fore an accident halted his training. The horse 
was brought to America in 1927 to start in some 
of the American distance races, but he was too 
slow in his acclimatization. He did not start in 
the United States. 

*Diapason, though English-bred, carries a 
double cross of Hanover, one through Orby and 
another through his maternal grandsire, Sir Mar- 
tin, whose dam, Lady Sterling, was by Hanover. 
Diadumenos was a good distance runner and 
stakes winner in England. *Diapason is own 
brother to Risky, dam of Risque, winner this 
year of the Lassie and Spinaway Stakes and 
holder of the track record for five furlongs at 
Arlington Park. Ventura, by St. Amant, is the 
second dam. The third dam, Renaissance, by St. 
Serf, was a stakes winner and produced nine win- 
ners, including the great mare Cos. Renaissance 
was half-sister to Donetta, dam of six winners, 
including Diophon, winner of the 2,000 Guineas 
and sire of the 2,000 Guineas winner Diolite. It 
is the No. 2 family. *Diapason is more than 16 
hands tall. 

The fee for *Diapason will be $200, with re- 
turn privilege. 


*INTERNATIONAL II GOES TO STUD. 


Bernard B. Jones, of Berryville, Va., will retire 
*International II, 5-year-old son of Buchan—

Highland Belle, a 2-year-old daughter of High 
Cloud and *Charlebelle, won this year. *Charle- 
belle is out of Bushey Belle, by Bushey Park. 


WILLIAM ZIEGLER, JR., [MPORTS MARES. 


Five daughters of Derby winners, three of them 
in foal to Derby winners, were purchased for 
William Ziegler, Jr., out of the Newmarket De- 
cember sales. Capt. John Crawford, of the Brit- 
ish Bloodstock Agency, bid them in for Christo- 
pher J. Fitz Gerald, of New York, who selected 
them for Mr. Ziegler. They were chosen with a 
view to mating them with Polydor, which next 
spring will make his first season in the stud at 


the Burrland Stud of Mr. Ziegler at Middleburg, 
Virginia. 

All the mares are young, the oldest of them, 
Sweet Picture, being eight. She is by Gainsbo- 
rough—Seamab, by John o’ Gaunt, second dam 
Sweet Marjorie, sister to Tredennis and the Oaks 
and 1,000 Guineas winner Thebais. Sweet Pic- 
ture is in foal to Diophon, 2,000 Guineas winner 
and sire of the 2,000 Guineas winner Diolite. 

Deena Shee, 6 years old, is by *Durbar II—Ban- 
shee, by Irish Lad, second dam Frizette. Ban- 
shee is a noted producer. Deena Shee is carry- 
ing to Gay Crusader. 

Fairy Moon, 6 years old, is by Grand Parade— 
Lass o’ the Glen, by Cylgad, second dam Forest 
Lassie, third dam Baroness La Fleche. Fairy 
Moon is in foal to Felstead. The foals of the 
above mentioned three mares will be sons or 
daughters of Derby winners. 

The other two mares are 3-year-olds. Para- 
phrase is by Papyrus—Palestrina, by Sunstar, 
next dam Tiberia, by Bend Or. She is in foal 
to Warden of the Marches.

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MAJOR DUDLEY GILROY ARRIVES. 

AJOR DUDLEY GILROY, partner of Mar- 

quis de Saint Sauveur in the Office du Pur 
Sang, Paris, France, also in charge of the breed- 
ing and racing establishments of A. K. Macomber 
in France, is a visitor this week to the Blue Grass. 
Major Gilroy arrived in New York December 9 
and came to Lexington December 14. It is his 
first visit to America and he is charmed with 
what he has seen thus far. He is spending four 
days here and, of course, will see all possible of 
the important breeding establishments in that 
time. He is to spend Friday in Washington with 
Admiral Grayson. Saturday he will depart from 
New York for his return home. Major Gilroy is 
a most interesting gentleman, well versed in 
bloodlines, a delightful conversationalist, who 
carries broad views on the subject of interna- 
tional relationship in the matter of bloodstock 
production and racing. Major Gilroy brought the 
information that Office du Pur Sang has con- 
solidated with the British Bloodstock Agency, 
making it the most important European enter- 
prise of the kind. 


COLONEL BRADLEY WINS. 

In September, 1929, at Garden City, N. Y., 
Col. E. R. Bradley wagered with Benjamin Block, 
owner of Morvich, $500 even that each of seven 
foals of 1928, then yearlings, would not win a 
race as a 2-year-old between the first day of April 
and the first day of November, 1930, in regular 
contests on Empire City, Jamaica, Belmont Park, 
Aqueduct, Saratoga, Churchill Downs, Latonia, 
Hawthorne, Lincoln Fields, Washington Park, Ar- 
lington Park, Laurel, Pimlico or Havre de Grace 
tracks. The horses covered in the contract were 
Morstone, Morroll, Morlynn, Moryoung, Moronge, 
Morheart and Morshion, all by Morvich. The last 
named three won a total of 12 races, including 
three stakes, during the specified period.

THEY WILL RACE AT HAVANA.

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TANFORAN ANNOUNCES DATES. 

California promoters were quite pleased with 
the results of the meeting which closed Saturday, 
December 138, at Tanforan.

The option system of betting gained in popu- 
larity. The Pacific Coast Breeders Association, 
through its secretary, Dr. E. St. Claire Jones, 
issued the following statement: 

“The spring meeting at Tanforan will open on 
Wednesday, April 1, 1931, and run until Satur- 
day, April 25, inclusive, except Sundays, making 
21 days of racing.

“There will be no formal opening of stakes, 
but the association will give an attractive han- 
dicap on the opening day and one each on the 
four Saturdays of the meeting and will be in the 
field for any specials that, in the judgment of the 
officials, might prove attractive to the public. 
These will include the California Derby, at one 
mile and an eighth, providing the material would 
warrant such a race.”

BLACK SERVANT, a high-class race horse, with dazzling speea, and the ability to carry on over a route, 
as a 2-year-old won at 4 furlongs in 0:48; at 5% furlongs in 1:06 4-5; was second in the Cincinnati Trophy 
and third in the United States Hotel Stakes, the 6 furlongs being run in 1:11 4-5. BLACK SERVANT. at 
three won the Blue Grass Stakes, Proctor Knott 4c Thoroughbred Record Handicap, and a purse 
race; was beaten a head by his stablemate, Behave Yourself, for the Kentucky Derby; second to Grey Lag 
in Devonshire International; second to Sporting Blood in Latonia Championship, second to H. E. Coleman 
in Twin City Handicap.

BLUE LARKSPUR, one of America’s most brilliant race horses, stands third in the list of great money- 
winning horses, with a total of $272,070 to his credit, Zev and Gallant Fox only being ahead of him in 
earnings. BLUE LARKSPUR won 10 races in 16 starts, was thrice second and once third. At two years 
old he won the National Stallion Stakes, Saratoga Special and Juvenile Stakes, was second to Jack High in 
the Hopeful; only out of the money in the Futurity, in which race he was injured. At three he won the 
first time out, defeating Clyde Van Dusen at 1 1-16 miles. He finished fourth in the Kentucky Derby won 
by Clyde Van Dusen; won the Withers, Belmont ani American Classic Stakes and was second to Grey 
Coat in the Dwyer Stakes. At four he started three times, his first out being second to Fair Ball in a 
purse race, and then winning the Stars and ory Handicap and Arlington Cup. He bowed a tendon while 
at exercise at Arlington Park and this caused his retirement from racing. BLUE LARKSPUR’S dam, 
Blossom Time, won the Pimlico Futurity, Brilliance and Consolation Stakes, is also the dam of the stakes 
winner Bradley’s Peggy, and is half-sister to Broadway Jones, Miss Jemima, Befuddle, Beelzebub, and 
Banker Brown, winner for eight seasons. He comes from a stout and winning line of dams. 


IMP. NORTH STAR IIT - - $1,000, NO RETURN 
Chestnut, 1914, by Sunstar—Angelic, by St. Angelo. No. 4 family. 


*NORTH STAR III. won the Barton Mills Nursery and Middle Park Plate at Newmarket and $16,875 as a 
2-year-old in England. His first foals came in 1922, and he early entered the list of leading sires. 
In 1924 he was sixteenth; in 1925, fourteenth; in 1926, second to Man o’ War; in 1927, fifteenth; in 1928, 
fifty-first; in 1929, twenty-third. 

*NORTH STAR III's get have won to September 1, 1930, the vast sum of $1,122,692.. Among the more
